HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


MONDAY, DECEMBER 5, 1859. 


On motion, Mr. Salazar of Rio Arriba was elected Speaker 
pro tem., and John W. Dunn was elected Chief Clerk pro 
tem. 

The House vras then called to order, when the following 
members appeared and took their seats : 

From the County of Taos — Messrs. Nasario Gallegos, 
Agapito Vigil, Matias Medina, Miguel Ortiz, and Victor 
Garcia. 

From the County of Rio Arriba—Messrs. Manuel $. Sala- 
zar, Vicente Trujillo, and José Maria Chavez. 

From the County of Santa Fé—Mr. Joaquin Chavez. 

From the County of San Miguel—Messrs. Antonio Tafoya, 
Levi J. Keithly, and Teodoro Paca. 

From the County of Santa Ana—Mr. Juan Montoya. 

From the County of Bernalillo—Messrs. Miguel Antonio 
Lovato, Fernando Aragon, and Juan Torres. 

From the County of Valencia—Mr. Mauricio Sanchez. 

From the County of. Socorro—Mr. Candelario Garcia. 

A quorum being present, on motion, the House resolved to 
go into the election of officers. 

Mr. Lovato of Bernalillo nominated Mr. Levi J. Keithly 
for Speaker of the House during the present Session; and no 
other nomination being made, Mr. Keithly was unanimously 
elected, and thereupon took his seat as such. 
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Mr. Salazar of Rio Arriba then nominated Mr. Richard H. . 
Tompkins for the otfice of Chief Clerk ; and no other nomina- 
tions being made, the vote bëing taken, Mr. Tompkins was 
unanimously ciected: and Mr. Tompkins not being present, on 
motion of Mr. Saiazar of Rio Arriba, a committee of three was 
appointed to inform him of his election, and request him to 
accept and enter upon the discharge of the duties assigned 
him. The Chair appointed Messrs. Lovato, Baca, and Tafoya, 
on said committee. The committee, after a short time absent, 
returned, and through their chairman informed the House 
that they had performed the duty assigned them, and that 
Mr. Tompkins was present, ready to enter upon his duties. 

Mr. Salazar then nominated Mr. Matias Ortega for the 
office of Assistant Clerk ; and no other nomination being 
made, Mr. Ortega was unanimously elected. 

Mr. Salazar then nominated Mr. José Vivian Montoya for 
the office of Third or Copying Clerk ; and there being no 
other nominations made, Mr. Montoya was unanimously 
elected. . | 

Mr. Salazar then nominated Mr. Francisco Aragon for the 
office of Fourth or Enrolling Clerk ; and there being no other 
nominations made, Mr. Aragon was unanimously elected. 

Mr. Salazar tren nominated Mr. Juan Miguel Vigil for 
the office of Ser” ant-at-arms ; and there being no other 
nominations made, Mr Vigil was unanimously elected. 

Mr. Salazar then nominated Mr. José Abilos for the office 
of Door-keeper ; and there being no other nomination made, 
Mr. Abilos was unanimously elected. 

Mr. Salazar then nominated Mr. Charles Conklin for the 
office of Interpreter ; and there being no other nominations 
made, Mr. Conklin was unanimously elected. 

Mr. Salazar then offere»* a resolution, that this House 
adopt the rules for its gover: ment that were adopted by this 
House at its last Session ; which resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

Mr. Salazar then moved that a committee of three be 
appointed by the Chair, to examine the credentials of the 
members present; which motion was unanimously adopted. 

The Chair appointed on said committee Messrs. Salazar, 
Lovato, and Vigil. 

The following members then appeared and took their seats : 

From the County of Santa #é—Messrs. Finis E. Kava- 
naugh, Ramon Sena, arid Pablo Delgado. 

From the County of Rio Arriba—Messrs. Agustin Sisneros, 
and Isidoro Martin. 

The committee aforesaid retired, and after a short time 
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returned, and through their chairman, Mr. Salazar, reported 
the credentials of all the members present to be correct. 

On motion, said report was adopted. . 

On motion, a committee of three was then appointed to 
invite the Honorable Chief Justice Kirby Benedict to admin- 
ister the oath of office to the different members present, and 
also to the officers elect of this House—Fernando Aragon, 
Candelario Garcia, and Victor Garcia. 

The committee retired, and, on returning, reported through 

their chairman that they had performed the duty assigned 
` them. Whereupon, the honorable Chief Justice entered and 
administered the oath to all the members present, as also to 
all of the officers elect, except Charles Conklin, who was not 
present. 

On motion of Mr. Garcia, the thanks of the House were 
tendered to Judge Benedict for his prompt attention to the 
invitation of this House. 

Mr. Salazar then offered a resolution, that the Chief Clerk 
furnish the members of this House with the necessary station- 
ery and other necessaries for their use as members of this 
House—which was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Salazar, the House then adjourned until 
to-morrow morning, at 10 o'clock. 


TUESDAY, DECEMBER 6, 1859. 


The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

À quorum being present, the House proceeded to busi- 
ness. 

The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

Mr. Jesus Maria Sena y Baca, Chief Clerk of the Coun- 
cil, then delivered a message from that body advising this 
House that the Council was organized and ready to proceed 
to business; also.advising this House of the names of the 
different officers elect in the Council. 

Charles Conklin, the Interpreter elect for the House, ap- 
peared and was duly sworn as such. 

Mr. Salazar then offered the following resolution, which 
was adopted : 


“Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives, That 
the Chief Clerk of this House advise the Council of the offi- 
cers elect of this House; and also inform the Council that 
this House is organized and ready to recelve any communi- 
cation the Council may be pleased to make." 
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Mr. Gareia of Socorro then offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted : E 


“ Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives, That 
the Chief Clerk of this House be instructed to provide each 
member of the said House with a copy of the laws passed at 
the last session." 


A message was then received from the Council advising 
this House of the passage of a resolution by that body to ap- 
point a committee jointly with.one to be appointed by the 
House, to advise His Excellency the Governor that the two 
Houses were organized and ready to receive any communica- 
tion that His Excellency may think proper to make; and ask- 
ing the concurrence of this House in the passage of a sim- 
ilar resolution, and the appointment of a committee, also ad- 
vising this House of the committee appointed on the part of 
the Council. 

Mr. Garcia of Socorro, then offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted : 


“ Resolved, by the House of Representatives, That a com- 
mittee of three members of this House be appointed to no- 
fy His Excellency, in conjunction with a similar committee 
from the Council, that this House is ready to receive his 
Message." 


The committee appointed on the part of the House under 
said resolution, were Messrs. Manuel S. Salazar, Candelario 
Garcia, and José M*. Chavez. Said committee retired, and 
after a short absence returned, and through their chairman 
made the following report, which was adopted : 


« Mr. PRESIDENT: The committee appointed by this House, 
together with that from the Council, to notify His Excellency 
the Governor that both Houses were organized and prepared 
to receive his Message, report that the joint committee com- 
plied with the duty assigned them ; and that His Excellency 
informed us that he would deliver his Annual Message before 
both Houses of the Legislature, to-morrow at 11 A. M., in 
the hall of the House of Representatives." 


On motion of Mr. Garcia of Socorro, the House then ad- 
journed till to-morrow morning, at 10 o'clock. 
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WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 7, 1859. 


The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

Mr. Salazar offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : | 

« Resolved, That the Chief Clerk of this House be required 
to supply each member thereof with a copy of the Revised 
. Code." | 

Mr. Garcia of Socorro offered the following resolution, 
which was adopted : 


“ Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives, That a 
committee of three members of this House be appointed to 
invite the Council to this Hall to receive His Excellency the 
Governor and hear his Message." 


The committee appointed under said resolution were 
Messrs. Candelario Garcia, Joaquin Chavez, and Pablo Del- 
gado, who retired, and after a short absence returned, and 
reported that they had performed the duty assigned them. 

A committee from the Council then appeared in this 
House, and the Council, through said committee, accepted 
the invitation extended to them by this House. 

The two Houses being assembled in the Representative 
Hall, His Excellency Governor Rencher entered and deliv- 
ered his Message, which is as follows, accompanied by the 
reports of the Auditor and Treasurer. 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council 
and of the House of Representatives : 


The annual meeting of the Legislative Assembly must be, 
at all times, a subject of lively interest to the people of the 
Territory. If they suffer from laws that are unwise or op- 
pressive, they look to us for relief; if laws are defective, it 
is for us to supply the defect; and if new laws are found to 
be necessary to develope the resources of the country and 
improve the condition of the people, upon us rests the weigh- 
ty responsibility of enacting such laws. 

It is made my duty by custom, if not by law, to lay before 
you the financial condition of the "Territory, and to suggest 
such measures of legislation as may appear just ard proper, 
and such as are called for by the wants of the people. 

I herewith submit the report of the Treasurer and that of 
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the Auditor of Public Accounts. From these reports, it ap- 
pears that the amount of warrants drawn upon the Treasury 
during the fiscal year ending November 15, 1859, was, in 
round numbers, $6,770 ; while the amount of cash received 
for the same year was $9,150—making a surplus of receipts 
over expenditures, for the year, of $2,880. 'The publie debt 
outstanding at the commencement of the year was $6,818. 
From this sum deduct $2,880, the surplus of receipts over 
expenditures for the year, and it will leave a balance of 
$4,458—being the debt of the Territory outstanding Novem- 
ber 15, 1859. It appears from this statement that there has 
been a reduction in the publie debt during the last fiscal 
year; but the Auditor states that there are several thousand 
dollars? worth of claims outstanding for which no warrants 
have been issued, and that in fact there. has been little or no 
reduetion in the publie debt during the year. "There was a 
a small increase in the amount of receipts for the last fiscal 
year over the two previous ones, arising mainly from an in- 
crease in the amount of fines paid into the Territorial Treas- 
ury; and but for the additional burthen imposed by the law 
of the last Legislature providing compensation for jurors, 
the public debt would have been very greatly reduced. It 
does not follow from thenee, however, that the law 1s a bad 
one and should be repealed. On the contrary, experience 
shows that the law is a good one, and should be continued in 
some form. Where the right of trial by jury exists, it is an 
object of the first importance to have a good jury ; other- 
wise, what was intended to secure the purposes of justice, 
becomes an instrument of wrong, and a curse rather than a 
blessing. It would be unjust and unreasonable to compel 
our fellow-citizens to submit to the privation and expense of 
serving on à jury without some little compensation. Whe- 
ther the expense should be borne by the Territory or by the 
counties separately, is a matter of much less importance. As 
a general rule, it would seem right that each county should 
pay its own jurors; but if you should think proper to allow 
ihe law to remain as it is, you might provide by law that 
hereafter the whole of fines and forfeitures, instead of half, 
as is now the case, should go to the Territorial Treasury to 
reimburse it for this expenditure. 

While on the subject of our jury law, I beg to call your 
attention to a subject which has been a fruitful source of dis- 
cussion and delay in our courts of justice. I allude to the 
qualification of certain jurors. By the conquest and cession 
of this Territory to the United States, all Mexican citizens 
residing within the Territory became, by that act, citizens 
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of the United States. In the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 
however, provision was made that those who chose to retain 
their Mexican citizenship, might elect to do so, but no form 
of making that election was prescribed in the Treaty. The 
Governor of this Territory did, however, assume the right 
to prescribe the form in which this election of citizenship 
should be made ; and itis said that many of our best citi- 
zens, under mistaken views, did elect to remain Mexican cit- 
izens aceording to the form thus prescribed by the Governor; 
and that they can not, therefore, under existing laws, serve 
as jurors; and that, if they do, any verdict or presentment 
rendered by them, may, under certain circumstances, become 
null and void. If this be so, it will often enable guilty persons 
to eseape the punishment due to their crimes upon a mere 
technicality. 1 suggest, therefore, that the law be so amend- 
ed as to provide that all such persons shall be qualified to 
serve as jurors when selected for that purpose and received 
by the court. To serve as a juror is a burthen rather than 
a benefit to the individual, but a burthen which the Territo- 
ry ought to have a right to require of. every good man, in 
the same manner as she requires of him the payment of 
taxes for the support of government. 

The recent elections made it my duty to examine the re- 
turns sent to the Secretary's office by the prefects of the va- 
rious counties, and I found many of them defective, and but 
few of them made out as the law requires. 1 therefore re- 
commend the publieation and distribution of such forms as 
will enable the judges of election to perform their duty with 
more ease and certainty, and not allow the will of the people 
to be defeated or misrepresented by the ignorance of the 
judges, or the fraudulent management of a prefect. That 
such irregularities in election returns should be found among 
a people who have so recently come into the exercise of the 
elective franchise, is not to be wondered at. They often oc- 
cur in the States where these rights have been exercised and 
transmitted from father to son for the last hundred years. 
Among the first laws, therefore, passed by the Territorial 
Legislature, was an act to provide for the. publication and 
distribution of such forms; but as no proper provision was 
made to defray the expense, the law was never executed. 

The frequent escape of criminals from our county jails 
makes it my duty to call your attention to their great insecu- 
rity. The Penitentiary, as well as the new Capitol, remains 
in statu quo, without any progress for the last three years, 
and exposed all the while to continual deterioration. It is, 
therefore, the more necessary that each county should be 
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provided with a safe and sufficient jail. Almost the whole 
revenue of the Territory is expended in the prosecution and 
punishment of offenders against the criminal law. But it is 
in vain that we have able and incorruptible judges, intelli- 
gent juries, and vigilant and faithful public officers, if, after 
all, your publie jails are so insecure that they become the 
certain means of escape from punishment. 1 recommend, 
therefore, that the prefects of each county be required to 
have built a safe and sufficient jail for the county, and that 
the Governor be authorized to offer a suitable reward for the 
apprehension of fugitives from justice, when, in his opinion, 
the publie interest requires it. The main object of all pun- 
ishment is to prevent the commission of crime, and to make 
it effectual for that purpose, it should be made as certainand 
speedy as possible. | 

It is made my duty also to call your attention to the fund- 
ed debt of the county of Santa Fé. By an act of the Legis- 
lative Assembly approved January 14, 1853, “to gain time 
and enable the county to meet her indebtedness with conve- 
nience," the county of Santa Fé was authorized to issue 
bonds payable January 1, 1858; with a provision that no 
bonds should be issued for a less sum than one hundred 
dollars. These bonds have now been due for nearly two 
years, and yet no provision has been made for their payment; 
and they are too large to be absorbed as other warrants in 
the payment of publie taxes. What adds to the hardship 
and injustice of this case is, that by a subsequent law the 
property of the county is exempted from execution, by which 
the holders of these bonds are left without any legal remedy. 
Nothing is more important to every political community than 
good faith in all their publie engagements ; and it is, there- 
fore, to be hoped the county will make an early provision for 
the payment of these bonds. If, however, this should not be 
done, it is but simple justice that the Legislature should place 
the holders of them in as good a condition as when received, 
by authorizing them to be divided into smaller warrants, and 
making the property of the county responsible for their pay- 
ment. 

I shall not repeat at this time, what I have heretofore said 
of the duty and advantage of raising such revenue as will be 
sufficient to maintain our public credit, insure a faithful 
administration of the laws, and develop and improve, to some 
extent atleast, the resources of the Territory. All experi- 
ence shows that states and communities have been prosperous 
and powerful exactly in proportion as they have given atten- 
tion to these things; and I, therefore, recommend them to 
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your favorable consideration. But I should do injustice to 
publie creditors, if I did not call your attention again to the 
justice and propriety of paying all claims both Territorial 
and County, according to the priority of their date. This 
would not only be just and proper in itself, but would bring 
these claims at once to par, or nearly so, and prevent a 
shameful speculation in the public debt. Under such a reg- 
ulation, if you could not pay warrants when presented, the 
holders of them would know their time would soon come, 
and would wait with patience. Asit now is, they may wait 
. 8 lifetime, and still have to sacrifice their warrants ; and this, 
too, when the whole publie debt is not one year's revenue. 
Such injustice, done to your public creditors, calls loudly on 
you for redress. 

A law was passed by the Legislature providing for the 
codification of the laws of the Territory, and I was directed 
to appoint commissioners for that purpose; but as the 
expense was to be paid for out of the Legislative fund, and 
would be considerable if done as it ought to be, I thought it 
best; in the first place, to address a letter to the Secretary of 
the Territory, to know of him if the fund could be so applied 
without authority of Congress. Mr. Jackson submitted my 
letter to the Comptroller of the Treasury, who replied that 
he concurred with the Governor as to the value of such a 
a work, and the propriety of the expenditure proposed; but 
said he could not authorize the payment out of the Legisla.- 
tive fund without a resolution of Congress to that effect, 
which he thought might be very easily obtained upon a 
proper application to Congress. The correspondence is on 
file for inspection, if desired. 

In obedience to a resolution of the Legislature, I applied 
- to the Secretary of the Treasury for a further application of 
the Legislative fund to complete the repairs of “ the old 
Palace," and he promptly authorized the sum asked for, to be 
applied to that. purpose. This has enabled me to complete 
the repairs, I hope, in a satisfactory manner, except the front 
portal, which will be done as early in the spring or summer 
as lumber can be obtained for that purpose. These repairs - 
have enabled me to place at the disposition of each House a 
committee room, if one should be found necessary. The 
just and liberal spirit shown by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
in aiding to rescue from impending ruin this ancient edifice, 
is worthy of all commendation. 

Our Indian relations remain about the same as at your last 
adjournment. The Territory still suffers from idle and law- 
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less bands of savages, that roam at large over her extensive 
domain. This must continue, until the Government shall 
adopt the wise policy of locating these western Arabs within 
fixed limits, beyond which they shall not be allowed to pass. 
The Navajoes, if castigated in the late campaign against them, 
were certainly not humbled ; nor has their thievish disposi- 
tion been at all abated. On the contrary, it seems to have 
been sharpened and stimulated by their severe losses in that 
. campaign. There are, without doubt, many good men among 
them who are anxious to fulfil their treaty engagements, and 
to maintain with us friendly relations. These are certainly 
entitled to our sympathy and good will. But in a wild 
democracy like theirs, they seem to be unable to restrain 
their bad men ; and must, therefore, sooner or later, suffer 
with them a common punishment. 

You memorialized Congress, at your last session, to estab- 
lish a board of claims to settle the amout due the. people of 
the Territory, for Indian depredations, under the intercourse 
law. Congress did not think proper to establish the board ; 
but, on the contrary, repealed that section in the law which 
provides indemnity for Indian depredations. It becomes, 
therefore, more than ever the duty of the people of the Ter- 
ritory to protect themselves against these Indian depredations. 
To stimulate us to this, may have been one reason with Con- 
gress for the repeal ofthe law. The Government of the United 
States has been liberal towards this Territory, as she is to- 
wards all her Territories. She has sent here, for our protec- 
tion, nearly one seventh of her whole standing army. But 
if she were to send here a much larger number, it would not 
be sufficient to protect every settlement against these wild 
marauders. She has therefore, in addition, provided the 
Territory with a large supply of arms, to enable the people 
to protect themselves ; and they are called upon by every 
consideration to use them for that purpose. Æsop, a learned 
pagan, has given us some of the best lessons of practical 
wisdom, in the form of fables. In one of these fables, a 
wagoner is represented as having run his wheel into a mud- 
hole, where it is stuck fast. He immediately commenced 
praying to Hercules to extricate his wagon. Hercules replied: 
friend, lay your shoulder to the wheel and help yourself ; and 
if not able, then call on Hercules, and he will help you. Let 
us follow the advice of Hercules. Let every settlement 
organize a company for its protection, and arm them as pro- 
vided by law; and when these savage marauders descend 
upon the settlements to kill and plunder, instead of calling 
on Hercules to protect us, let us be ready to protect ourselves, 
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and, if necessary, to slay our merciless invaders. The exam- 
ple of the Mesilla Guards is wor thy of imitation. They have 
resolved to help themselves ; and though, upon one occasion, 
they may have carried their retaliation too far, it is not in 
human nature always to suffer injustice and wrong without 
sometimes being hurried into a fearful but salutary retri- 
bution. 

Having thus performed the duty imposed upon me, imper- 
fectly I fear, it only remains for me to assure you, that I 
‘shall earnestly endeavor to co-operate with you in your efforts 
io promote the publie good, and pray that our joint labor 
may be crowned with success. 


To His Excellency, A. RENCHER, 
Governor of the Territory of New Mexico. 

SIR—I herewith have the honor to transmit to Your Ex- 
cellency, my annual report as Auditor of Public Accounts. 

The indebtedness of the Territory, is reduced to $4438 79, 
If it was not for the law made last Session of the Legislature, 
obliging the Territory to pay jurors in all the counties one 
dollar per diem, we would be able in a few months entirely to 
pay our debt; but said law will prevent it. There are now ' 
several thousand.dollar’s worth of claims in my office, based 
upon allowances of courts made to the different jurors, against 
the Territory ; but the people have not come to get their war- 
rants, because they live too far off. 

I think it would be just to repeal said lag and order each 
county to pay their own jurors. It would enable every body 
to get pay, and relieve the Territorial Treasury at once. 

The County of Doña Ana has not made any returns, or 
paid one single cent into our treasury for one year and a half 
past. There is a great deal of business done in said county, 
and the amount dye to our treasury ought to be at least of 
two thousand dollars. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted.

naugh, was referred to the Translator.

Said committee was composed of Messrs. Salazar, Lovato, 
and Chavez of Rio Arriba.

The Chair appointed on said committee 
Messrs. Lovato, Chavez of Rio Arriba, and Montoya. "The: 
committee reported that the credentials of Mr. Cuellar were 
correct, which report was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Lovato, a committee of three was then 
appointed to invite Mr. Chief Justice Benedict to administer 
the oath of office to Mr. Cuellar.

The informa- 
tion of the passage of said resolution, and the appointment of 
said committee, was immediately transmitted to the Council. 

“ An act to authorize Probate Judges to assist the people 
to protect themselves against the currents of the Rio del 
Norte" was then taken up and read the second time, and, on 
motion of Mr. Kavanaugh, referred to the Committee on 
Counties. 

“An act concerning estray animals," was then taken up, 
and read the third time and passed. 

“ A memorial to Congress asking for the removal of the 
Jicarilla Apache Indians, and others, to the waters of the 
San Juan river, and for the establishment of a fort near the 
town of Abiquiú, was then taken up and read the third time 
and passed.

I. 


Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico, to the Hon. J. Holt, Postmaster General of 
the United States. 


Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of .the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New 
Mexico, respectfully represent, that the mercantile relations 
between the citizens of this Territory and the great commer- 
cial emporiums of our Union are daily increasing to such 
an extent as to demand increased and more frequent mail 
facilities than those which up to this time have existed 
between the frontiers of the Western States and our isolated 
Territory. Large districts of fertile lands abound in our 
Territory, inviting the industrious hands of the farmer to 
cultivate them ; but as they are unknown to a large portion 
of the citizens of the Union, it is impossible to develop the 
vast hidden resources they embody; and as the mails are 
generally the forerunners of civilization, your Memorialists 
respectfully pray that those advantages which have been 
granted with a generous and unsparing hand to other por- 
tions of the Union be also granted to our Territory, which 
requires all the favors and patronage of the Government to 
develop its wealth. | | 

Your Memorialists therefore earnestly pray that the mails 
be earried through from Independence to Santa Fé in ten 
days instead of fifteen as is now ordered, and that the service 
be increased to semi-weekly mails. That the service between 
Santa Fé and El Paso be increased to semi-weekly mails to 
connect with the great overland mail between St. Louis, in 
the State of Missouri, to San Francisco, in the State of Cali- 
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fornia, to go through in four days instead of eight days as 
now ordered. 

Your Memorialists further represent, that by the re-estab- 
lishment of the mail between Neosho, in the State of Missouri, 
and Albuquerque, in this Territory, the country in the vicin- 
ity of the Canadian Fork of the Arkansas and its tributaries 
will be made known to the public ; and as an abundance of 
water, pasture and wood is to be found on that route, and 
being the shortest, upon the opening of a road the merchant 
and Government trains will travel this route in preference to 
the one across the Cimarron, and will also open the. commu- 
nication and invite correspondence and trade between our 
Territory and the south-western portion of Missouri and the 
north-western portion of Arkansas; they therefore pray that 
the mail line be re-established between the two points above 
mentioned, service to be twice per week and through in fif- 
ieen days. 

They also pray that a mail line be established between the 
capitàl of this Territory and the city of Stockton, in the State 
of California. This mail, touching at Albuquerque, will give 
us à direct communication between thé northern portion of 
Missouri, by Independence, and the south-west portion of the 
same State, by Neosho, and the eastern and northern portions 
.of the State of California; a measure much to be desired, 
as well for those States as our Territory. 

And as in duty bound your Memorialists will ever pray, &c. 


II. 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, to the President of the United States, 
respectfully represents : 


Thata large portion of the people of this Territory have 
suffered, and are now suffering, great losses both of property 
and life from the incursions of the Comanche Indians. These 
Indians, driven from the State of Texas, have taken refuge 
and are occupying nearly the whole eastern border of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, extending néarly.five hundred miles 
in length, and embracing some of the best lands in the Terri- 
tory for grazing and cultivation. This portion of our Terri- 
tory is occupied by the people of the adjoining counties as 
pasture grounds for their cattle; and as portions of it have 
been surveyed, they would be settled but for these marauding 
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savages, who kill and carry off our stock, and who threaten 
and murder our citizens who attempt to settle them. 

Your Memorialists would further represent, that there is 
no Indian Agent for these Indians within this Territory to 
whom we can complain of these wrongs, or who might use 
his influence with the Indians to prevent them. They, there- 
fore, pray that the President of the United States would cause 
to be appointed an Agent for the Comanche Indians, to reside. 
within this Territory ; and that he would adopt such other 
measures of relief and protection against these merciless sav- 
ages, as the exposed condition of our whole eastern frontier 
makes so necessary and proper. |

Memorial of the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists respectfully represent to your Honor- 
able bodies, that doubt be no longer entertained of the fact, 
now well established, that extensive deposits of gold, and 
other valuable minerals have been discovered in the north- 
eastern portions of this Territory and the districts adjacent, 
comprising the scope of country popularly known as Pike's 
Peak, which deposits for months past have been successfully 
worked: | 

That, in consequence of these discoveries, large numbers 
of miners, traders, and others, have been already attracted 
to the region referred to, and even now constitute a populous 
community, to be rapidly augmented in the future by the 
operations of the same influences from which it has originated : 

That a large and increasing trade in breadstuffs and other 
supplies of prime necessity has already sprung up between 
the mining region and the agricultural portions of this Ter- 
ritory, upon which the population of that region must always 
in a great measure be dependent for the staple articles of 
subsistence : 

That in the transaction of this traffic between the two sec- 
tions, which is destined to be of immense benefit to both, 
much travel and intercourse is and will be necessivated, from 
the protection and encouragement of which a commerce will 
arise of a magnitude difficult to overestimate.

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But your Memorialists represent that the interests of the 
two sections, so deeply involved both at present and prospect- 
ively in this commerce, loudly appeal to your justice and 
enlightened policy for the following measures : 

First, and more immediately for mail facilities, of which 
as ye they are, as between each other, entirely destitute ; 
an | 

Secondly, protection against the wild and marauding bands 
of savages, who infest the traveling routes of the country, and 
prey with impunity upon those who traverse them. 

Wherefore, your Memorialists earnestly pray your Honor- 
able bodies to establish a Post Route from Santa Fé, the 
seat of government of this Territory, by way of Fernandez 
de Taos, to Denver City, or some other central point in the 
mining region designated as Pike's Peak, and to cause mail 
-service to be performed therein at least once in each week. 
And further, to cause to be erected and garrisoned such 
military posts as may be necessary to insure sufficient pro- 
tection to the communications between the two sections of 


country. -

Memorial. To the Honorable Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists, the Legisiative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico would respectfully call the attention 
of your Honorable Bodies to the exposed condition of the 
northern settlements of this Territory, in reference to the 
Indians. Situated as these settlements are, upon the outskirts 
of civilization, immediately in the vicinity of the Utahs, Nava- 
jos, and Jicarilla Apaches, they are a constant prey to their 
marauding excursions; but especially is.this the case at this 
time with regard to the Navajos, who occupy a position but 
little less hostile than that of open war with our Territory. 
The northern portion of New Mexico contains the elements of 
great agricultural wealth, and were the citizens of that section . 
relieved from the incursions of these marauding tribes, and 
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protection given to our cattle-growers, their herds would soon 
flourish and cover the rich mountain valleys ; for no country 
is better adapted to the raising of stock than the northern 
portion of New Mexico. . To this end we would respecttully 
recommend, that provision be made to remove the Utahs 
and Jicarilla Apaches to the waters of the Rio San Juan, and 
that they be there located and confined to suitable agricultu- 
ral districts. 

As a means of securing the permanent occupation of the 
proposed location by these tribes, we would further respectfully 
recommend that a strong Military Post be established on the 
Rio Gallinas, to the west of Abiquiu. This Post, when estab- 
lished, would have the effect not only of keeping back the 
Utahs and Apaches, but it would hold in check the Navajos 
(who enter the settlements in that direction) upon their 
marauding forays, through a pass that would be effectually 
guarded by the Post in question. 

Your Memorialists cannot too strongly impress upon your 
Honorable Bodies.the necessity of immediate action with re- 
gard to this recommendation. Our citizens are constantly 
exposed to the pernicious raids, especially of the Navajos, and 
it is time that they were relieved from the evil—an evil that 
has destroyed their prosperity.

Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico, to the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of New Mexico, most respectfully repre- 
sent, That the'depredations of the hostile Navajo Indians 
being so frequent, that on every hand the inhabitants of this 
Territory are suffering, and more particularly those residing 
in the frontier settlements to the west of the counties of Santa 
Ana, and Bernalillo, Valencia, and Socorro, which are by 
turns the continual prey of those savages, where they are at 
all times committing their incessant robberies and cruel and 
bloody murders. Your Memorialists most respectfully call the 
attention of your Honorable Bodies to the reports from the 
counties of Socorro and Bernalillo, for the present month of 
January. In the first named county, the Navajos stole, on 
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the 9th of January, 1860, from the property of Pedro Baca, 
15 head of cattle ; from Robert Stapleton, 11 mares, 4 mules, 
9 oxen, and 2 proof Jacks; from Juan Miguel Olguin, 16 
head of cattle ; from Francisco Antonio Chavez, his whole 
herd of cattle, and killed four men; and committed further 
robberies in the store of Pablo Cordova, of money and goods, 
when these robbers were pursued and overtaken, one Indian 
killed and one wounded, and a part of the money and goods 
which had been stolen recovered. Said Indians entered and 
went out with their booty through the pass of the Ojo del 
Pueblo. 

In Bernalillo County, on the Tth of January, 1860, the 
Navajos stole, of the property of José Armijo y Perea, 7 mules 
and the lead mare; 11 oxen belonging to different citizens of 
that county ; and on the 8th of the same month they stole 
from the natives of the Pueblo of Laguna 2500 head of sheep. 
These Indians entered and escaped with their booty by the 


pass of the Ojo del Chico. 


From late accounts, the Navajos have stolen in the said 
county of Socorro, 106 head of cattle, the property of Romaldo 
Chavez ; 60 from the inhabitants of Luis Lopez; 165 from 
the. inhabitants of Sabinal; and from the herds of Pinos, 
number not known. In the county of Santa Ana, 36 animals 


. from the Pueblo of Zia, and killed four beef cattle. Accord- 


ing to late accounts, the Navajos, on the 18th of January, in 
the county of Bernalillo, and of the property of Manuel Jara- 
millo, 119 head of cattle; in the same county, in the precinct 
of Atrisco, their entire herd of cattle; in the county of So- 
corro, in the same month of January, they killed four servants 
of Manuel Vigil. 

Your Memorialists further represent and declare, that the 
two said passes, to the west of the said counties, are where 
the said Indians enter to commit their atrocious crimes, the 
pass of the Ojo del Chico, and the pass of the Ojo del Pueblo; 


that in the pass of the Ojo del Chico are found all conve- 


niences of timber close at hand, wood and water sufficient, 
abundant pasture, and suitable field grounds; in the pass of 
the Ojo del Pueblo, there are, in the same manner, timber, 
wood and water even sufficient to cultivate all kinds of grain, 
much pasture and good fields. 

Your Memorialists respectfully beg your Honorable Bodies 
to grant them two Military Posts, one in the pass of the Ojo 
del Chico, and another in the pass of the Ojo del Pueblo, 
since with a Military Post in each of the said passes, the 
continual depredations of the hostile Navajo Indians will . 
cease.

Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico, to the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New 
Mexico, respectfully represent, That they have seen that 
many land claims in this Territory, which originated before 

. the cession of the country to the United States, have been 
tried by the Surveyor General of this Territory, and trans- 
mitted to your Honorable Bodies for your action thereupon. 

Your Memorialists further represent, that although it is 
three years since some of the said claims have been transmit- 
ted, action has only been taken upon the grants of Pueblos, of 
towns, and of settlements, and the rest have remained until 
now without any action at all, leaving the owners of said 
claims in a state of suspense, which is very prejudicial and 
grievous: Wherefore, 

Your Memorialists most earnestly pray your Honorable 
Bodies to take action at the earliest convenience on the claims 

«which up to the present time have been transmitted by the 
Surveyor General, and that the necessary appropriations be 
made for surveying the lands which may be confirmed that 
a corresponding patent may issue.

The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the "Territory 
of New Mexico, to the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America, in Congress as- 
sembled. 


Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, with the utmost respect, have the honor 
to represent to your Honorable Bodies, that the construction 
of a Capitol and Penitentiary has been commenced in the 
city of Santa Fé, the capital of this Territory, and that the 
sum appropriated by your Honorable Bodies already expended 
in such construction was not sufficient for the completion of 
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such work, and as said edifices so commenced have been for 
the last three years. stopped through want of money, and 
consequently exposed to rüin and continual damage, from the 
wind and from the water and .snow which falls ; wherefore, 
in order to avoid the total destruction of said commenced 
buildings, your Memorialists, trusting in your liberality, re- 
spectfully request an appropriation of at least. seventy-five 
thousand dollars, that said Capitol and Penitentiary may be 
completed, and put in condition for the publie service for which 
they are intended, since the want of a secure Penitentiary in 
which to keep prisoners is furnishing an opportunity to delin- 
quents of frequently escaping through the facility which the | 
insecurity of our jails offers them, for not a single one is 
secure in the various counties of our Territory—thus eluding 
the punishment imposed upon them according to their crimes, 
to the detriment of justice and to the security of our lives 
and interests. 

Your Memorialists further represent, that in view of the 
necessity in which we find ourselves for the punishment and 
rigid execution of the sentences pronounced by our judicial 
tribunals punishing crimes committed upon our fellow-citizens 
in this Territory, you would be pleased, as speedily as possi- 
ble, to appropriate the above mentioned sum, having the 
- goodness to give special attention to the business herein con- 
tained, from which your Memorialists will receive justice and 
remain in the highest degree gratified to see finished build- 
ings about to be productive of such benificent results to our 
Territory.

Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico, to the Congress of the United States, 


Concerning the establishment of a Military Road from St.

Be it Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, as follows: 

That the Congress of the United States be, and hereby is, 
respectfully memorialized and solicited to enact a law estab-

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from there to Fort Garland, in this Territory, and from thence 
to the plaza of Don Fernandez de Taos, in the Territory last 
mentioned. 

That our Delegate in the said Congress be instructed and 
respectfully solicited to use all his efforts to carry into effect 
the object of this Memorial, it being, in the opinion of this 
. Assembly, a matter of the very first importance, not only to 
this Territory, but also to the Territory and State above 
mentioned. 

That our said Delegate be further instructed to use all en- 
deavors to obtain the establishment of a mail from Denver 
City to the said plaza of Don Fernandez de Taos.

Memorial to the Honorable Senate and House of Represent- 
atives of the United States, in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, respectfully represent, That the number 
of Indian Agents allowed to this Territory is not sufficient 
for the proper discharge of the duties belonging to the man- 
agement of the Indians within our limits. 

The Tabihuaches, a great portion of the tribe of Utahs 
who inhabit the country adjacent to the mines close to the 
point known as Pike’s Peak, during the past summer, have 
committed many murders and other depredations upon the 
miners of that region. All of which we believe would have 
been avoided by the presence of an Indian Agent. - - 

Wherefore, wé respectfully pray your Honorable Bodies to 
pass a law authorizing the appointment of another Indian 
Agent for this Territory, to whom, when appointed, the 
charge of the above mentioned Indians may be entrusted. 

Confiding in the liberality of your Honorable Bodies, and 
with the sincere hope that the burden of this Memorial will 
receive the attention it deserves, your Memorialists will ever 
pray, &c.

The Memorial of the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New 
Mexico, to the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America, in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory, have the honor to respectfully represent to your Honor- 
able Bodies, that the disorderly conduct and hostile condition 
of some of the savage nations which infest the extensive and 
unprotected plains which separate this Territory and the 
State of Missouri, has been for sometime obstructing the 
arrival of the United States Mail via Independence, the con- 
sequence being a pernicious paralyzing of our communications 
with the great mass of the United States, and being besides a 
a great and unpunished contempt of the powerful Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

Your Memorialists further represent, that a portion of these 
Indians, about the end of September last, attacked the mail 
which was coming from Independence, in the charge of three 
men only, of whom they killed two, and one escaped. This 
attack took place at a point close to the Arkansas River, and . 
about six miles distant from the escort which had accompa- 
nied said.mail, and as from that time no escort has been fur- 
nished by any military commander, or by any other, your 
Memorialists further represent, that the warlike demonstra- 
tions of said Indians have compelled the mail from that time 
to avail itself of the merchant trains which travel to Missouri 
from this Territory, to be able to travel with any security ; 
but, as at this season of the year no travelers cross the plains, 
we believe that this winter the communications between the 
United States and our Territory will be cut off. 

Your Memorialists close by supplicating your Honorable 
Bodies, that, in view of the deplorable condition to which these 
red assailants of the plains reduce us—and proud and unpun- 
ished, their audacity is becoming augmented every day—until, 
if your Honorable Bodies do not apply an efficient and speedy 
remedy, not only will the mails not be received, but no class 
of traders will be able to travel or journey over the plains, 
and our extensive commerce with the United States must 
suffer a complete cessation ; Therefore, 

Your Memorialists see themselves urged to call your atten- 
tion to the matter herein mentioned, and we most respect- 
fully request your serious consideration that an evil so inju- . 
rious to our interests may be promptly remedied.

Memorial to the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled. 


Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of New Mexico, respectfully call the 
attention of your Honorable Bodies to a matter of the very 
highest importance to the interests of this Territory ; we re- 
fer to the lands which have been surveyed by the Surveyor 
General, and which by grant of the Spanish Government be- 
long to the several Pueblos of Indians resident in the centre ' 
of our Territory. These surveys, as we are informed, have 
been made with a vara of 33 inches, whereas the Spanish vara 
with which said lands were formerly measured, consists of 
only 32 inches, from which difference in the two measures it 
results that à greater amount has been adjudicated to them 
than was donated, extending, for this reason, their original 
boundaries over on private lands, which is without doubt noto- 
riously unjust, and must bring unhappy results upon our citi- 
zens, because from twenty-two Indian Pueblos which are 
situated within the said Territory, no two can be excepted 
which are not approached by numerous settlements of our 
citizens; and other lands, which formerly also belonged to said 
communities of Indians, are now occupied in a great measure 
by particular persons, and notwithstanding the grants to such 
primitive owners have been surveyed and the titles approved, 
it being probable that such lands were transmitted by legal 
conveyances which the said Indians made in favor of the 
possessors, and the same conveyances were confirmed and 
approved by the Governments of that period ; but as now 
other boundaries, greater than those formerly marked out, 
have been measured and made known, without any exception, 
which should give them to understand that said measures 
should be considered without injury to third persons, under 
which condition a great portion of the lands lately measured 
have been legally conveyed by said Indians, for which reason 
we must suppose that such delivery to said Indians will enti- 
tle them at once to an exclusive right to the same lands which 
they freely and voluntarialy sold ; and the want of any lawful 
means of adjusting this matter will doubtless be the cause of 
an investigation before our courts of Justice, which will be 
attended with great cost and damages to our dear interests : 
Therefore, 
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Your Memorialists most earnestly beg the particular at- 
tention of your Honorable Bodies, to the end that a Legisla- 
tive enactment be made concerning this important business ; 
provided always that your arduous duties will permit it: but, 
on the other hand, we do not. doubt that a great portion of 
our Territory will suffer a positive injury, by the loss of their 
lands so justly aequired ; and in addition to the circumstan- 
ces to which we refer, we are well assured that no legal 
investigation has been made in this Territory i inquiring into 
ihe legitimacy which the said Indians possess in regard to 
their lands, but we are equally certain that some Pueblos have 
had adjudged to them by thelate surveys a great quantity 
of lands which do not belong to them by any title, to the 
prejudice of our interests. 

Further, your Memorialists expect in sincerity that your 
Honorable Bodies will take into consideration the importance 
of this matter ; and in the meanwhile your Memorialists will 
ever pray, &c. |

` Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the "Territory of 
New Mexico, to the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America, in Congress assembled. : 


Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New 
Mexico, in session assembled, respectfully represent to your 
Honorable Bodies, that the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory for the years 1857-58, passed a memorial, memorializ- 
ing the Congress of the United States in respect to, and ask- 
ing for, an appropriation for the pay of two Brigades of Militia 
(one from the county of San Miguel, and the other from the 
county of Rio Arriba), organized and called into actual mili- 
tary service in the service of the United States, by William 
S. Messervy,itemporary Governor of the Territory of New 
Mexico in the year 1854, and that the said Legislative Assem- 
bly, during the same session, passed another memorial, me- 
morializing the said Congress, asking for an appropriation for 
the pay of: a Batallion of mounted volunteers of New Mexico, 
organized in the county of Valencia, under the command of 
Major Ramon Luna, in a campaign against the Navajo Indians 
in the years 1850-51; and further, that in the years 1858-9 . 
the Legislative Assembly of New Mexico, in session, passed a 
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Preamble and Resolutions of both Houses, directed to the 
Hon. Miguel Antonio Otero, Delegate to the Congress of the 
United States from the Territory of New Mexico, requiring 
and soliciting him to call the attention of Congress to the said 
matters during the last session of Congress: Wherefore, 

Your Memorialists respectfully call the attention of your 
Honorable Bodies to the said Memorials and Preambles and 
Joint Resolutions praying that you will give the subject your 
favorable consideration that the desires of your Memorialists 
may be obtained, and a speedy and liberal appropriation of 
at least the sum which the said memorialists request, for the 
payment of the patriotic services of the said Militia and Vol- 
unteers; and your Memorialists will always pray, de. | 

And Whereas, It is the earnest desire of this Legislative 
Assembly that the said memorials and joint resolutions may 
be placed in the hands of competent persons to the end that 
the matter shall be properly set before Congress : 

Be it Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, That the Hon. A. M. Jackson, Secretary of 
the Territory, be, and is, hereby requested to remit a copy of 
this Memorial to the Hon. Miguel Antonio Otero, our Dele- 
gate to Congress; to the President of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and of the Senate; to the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs ; and to the Chairman of the Com-

Memorial to the Congress of the United States. 


WHEREAS the people of the northern and western portion of 
the Territory of New Mexieo, who live within the limits of 
the proposed Territory of Arizonà, have been petitioning 
Congress for a separate Territorial organization for the last 
three years; and whereas the particular situation of that 
people is such, by reason of the want of legal and military 
protection, and of the utter inability of the Government 
of New Mexico to administer to its wants on account of 
the geographical difficulties which that country presents ; 
and whereas the greater portion of the citizens of New

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Mexico sympathize with them in their endeavors to obtain 
that consideration and protection from the Congress of 
the United States, which tey. SO o justly merit as American 
citizens: Therefore, 


Be it Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico, 
That the Congress of the United States be and is hereby 
 memorialized in favor of the citizens of Arizona, and that we 
unite with them in their efforts to obtain the organization of 
the Territory of Arizona. 

Be it further Resolved, That in granting to Arizona a 
Territorial organization, the Congress of the United States 
Will perform an act of pones which the separate necessities 
of that poopie demand. 


XIV. 


The Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, to the Honorable Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States in Congress assem- 
bled, respectfully represents : 


That the Territory of New Mexico, surrounded on all sides 
by numerous nations, barbarous and rapacious, who continu- 
ally wound and kill our citizens, and often steal and destroy 
our stock, from which we obtain the means for subsistence, 
finds itself in a situation so sad and dangerous, that we are 
driven every year to bring to the notice of your Honorable 
Bodies the lamentable condition to which this lawless conduct 
of the savages reduce us. 'The unbounded liberty which these 
Indians have, to wander over the whole Territory without 
any restraint, causes every settlement upon the frontier to be 
exposed to their incursions, now in the interior, now upon 
our herds and flocks which graze upon our plains and 
valleys, adorned by nature with abundant pasture,. the fatal 
results of which in a great measure emanate from the Indians 
not being, in truth, under proper and due subjection; neither 
have they ever been intimidated or severely chastised by the 
power of the General Government, under whose charge this 
business of so much importance has rested since the annexa- 
tion of the Territory to the United States. But now, the 
Legislative Assembly having certain information that your 
Honorable Bodies have repealed the law providing indemnifi- - 
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cation for Indian depredations, believe it our duy to memo- 
rialize your Honorable Bodies, that the grand desire of the 
people, now expressed through their Legislative Assembly, is 
that the different uncivilized nations who encirele us, and 
who wander at will ovér our soil, shall be compelled to live 
within prescribed and convenient bounds, where they may be 
taught to cultivate the earth to procure a livelihood, instead 
of doing this, as at present, by the robbery and pillage of our 
interests, believing perhaps that it is the patrimony with 
which nature has endowed them; that they shall there be. 
taught by degrees the culture of the arts, and of industry, the 
love of labor and of virtue, peace, and fidelity in their treaties, 
the General Government giving them, as it were, the means of 
accomplishing so laudable an object, as a subsistence, until 
they shall be capable of gaining it themselves. The public 
lands of New Mexico, although surveyed by the Surveyor 
General appointed for that purpose,- will be in fact of small 
value to the Government, because the Indians consider them- 
selves the primitive and exclusive owners of all unsettled 
lands in the Territory, wherefore they will oppose any occupa- 
tion whatever by the whites, as they have already done in 
some of our new settlements in the county of Taos; and so 
long as the Supreme Government neither prescribes nor 
subjects them to fixed lands and boundaries, so long as it 
does not extend over our land its strong and protecting . 
hand by a fiat from its bounteous liberality, no lands will be 
settled, which the rapid increase in our population requires ; 
and as at present our untold abundance of wealth which our 
country contains in all its aspects remains inactive, whose 
proper development is alone prevented by the personal insecu- - 
rity to which the rapacity and bad faith of the Indians reduce 
us, whose barbarity keeps us in a continual lamentation 
both for the lives of our fellow-citizens, and for our property 
stolen without hope of recovery, and finally for our chil- 
dren carried into captivity and apostasy. As proofs, we will 
introduce the various depredations committed by the Navajo 
Indians during the last two years: l 

In October, 1858, the Navajos stole from Sebolleta, a great 
number of cattle, and in the same month; from Cabero, eight 
head of cattle, and five head of cattle ; in the same month 
they killed two men in the Sierra de los Ladrones, and de- 
stroyed a herd of more than a thousand sheep; in June, 
1859, the Navajoes stole eleven hundred sheep from Juan 
Luna; in September, of the same year, they stole something 
more than one hundred head of cattle; in October, 1858, 
they carried away two hundred and fifty sheep, and more 
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than fifteen head of cattle; in 1859, the Navajos stole five 
hundred sheep; on the 14th of November, this year, the 
Navajos stole a thousand sheep- and some horses, and car- 
ried two boys into captivity from the county of Rio Arriba ; 
they carried off, in the same year, 1859, the herd of Juan 
Reyes Pino; a hundred head of cattle from Mariano Silva of 
Sabinal, and killed two shepherds; they carried off a hun- 
dred head of cattle from the Messrs. Lunas, on the Rio Puer- 
co; in the year 1859, the Comanches killed three beef cat- 
tle at the Ranch of Felix Chavez, in San Miguel ; in the sàme 
year, the Comanches killed a portion of a flock of sheep of 
Feliciano Gutierrez ;—— omitting other atrocities more or 
less grievous, not to weary the attention of your Honorable 
Bodies by being too prolix. Cannot a Territory be seen in so 
sad and miserable a state, as to demand the protection of the” 
powerful Government of the United States ? Can this vicious ` 
conduct which the Indians exercise towards us, so detrimen- 
_.tal to our progress, be any longer concealed? and will they 
still be tolerated as vagabonds in and around our settlements, 
committing their atrocious robberies and murders in con- 
tempt of the Government under whose jurisdiction they are, - 
and remain unpunished and contemptuous in their crimes? ` 
Will you still hesitate to confine them to fixed boundaries ? 

- We believe and hope not, and earnestly pray that your Hon- 
orable Bodies, as speedily as the laborious business of the nation 
will permit, glancing at the situationin which we are located 
in our distant and solitary Territory, will take the steps 
which your wisdom may deem proper for preventing in future 
results so mournful.

Joint Resolution. (Memorial. ] 


WHEREAS the Territory of New Mexico embraces an area of 
more than three hundred thousand square miles greater than 
that of all the New England States, New York and Pennsyl- - 
vania combined: And whereas she is surrounded on all 
sides by hostile and unsubjugated Indians — that is to say, 
on the north, by the Utahs and Cheyennes; on the west, 
by the Pa-Utahs, the Mohaves, and the Yumahs ; on the 
south, by bands of the Apaches and Lipans ; on the east, 

- by the Lipans, Comanches, Kioways, and other tribes; and 
is infested in the interior by the Utahs, the Jicarrillas, 
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the Navajoes, the Apaches, the Coninos, the Yumahs, the 
Mezealeros, and Comanches: Ard whereas this vast Ter- 
ritory is traversed throughout its entire area with numer- 
ous mountain ranges, offering at all times convenient and 
accessible hiding-places to these marauding bands of In- 
dians, requiring the most thorough knowledge of the 
country and of the habits of the Indians, as well as habits 
of endurance on the part of those who are required to 
hunt them out and punish them ; and inasmuch as these 
qualities are to be met with in so high a degree in no 
people as the inhabitants of this Territory, and inasmuch 
as no other portion of the inhabitants of these United 
States is so much and so directly interested in the sub- 
jugation of these Indians, by reason of their herds being 
the daily and constant prey of these savages: - Therefore, 


Be it Resolved by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Legislative Assembly of New Mexico, That the 
Honorable Senàte and House of Representatives, in Congress 
assembled, are hereby implored to listen to their prayer in 
behalf of the people of this Territory. 

Your memorialists pray that the Honorable Congress will 
speedily pass a law providing for the raising of one or more 
regiments of volunteers in the Territory of New Mexico, and 
provide, by appropriation, means for their pay and support for 
two years, or so long as their services shall be needed. 

Your memorialists further pray an appropriation for the 
establishment of a permanent military. post on the Rio San 
Juan, in the most populous part of the country occupied by 
ihe Navajoes ; another, north of the Gila, between Fort Defi- 
ance and Tucson; another on the Rio Pecos, between Fort 
Union and Fort Stanton; and for the protection of our 
numerous traders, emigrants, and the Independence, Neosho, 
and Overland Mail routes, they further pray that there 
be a military post established on the Pawnee Fork, another 
on the Canadián, and another on the head-waters of the Red 
River. | 

They further represent, that such military posts and volun- 
teers become more important from the fact that new discover- 
ies are daily being made in the mineral wealth of this Terri- 
tory and the country bordering upon it. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted.

Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico, to the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America, in Congress assembled. 


Your Petitioners, the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of New Mexico, with due respect, re- 
presént: That, for the last three or four Sessions of the 
Assembly, and in nearly all its Sessions since this Territory 
was organized under the Constitution of the United States as 
a Territory in the year 1850, Petitions, Joint Resolutions and 
Memorials have been passed and transmitted to Congress 
concerning Indian depredations, which have been committed 
ever since this Territory has belonged to the United States. 

Therefore, we again represent, that the property stolen, the 
lives lost, and children of our citizens carried into captivity, 
by Indians, under [notwithstanding the] treaty of peace 
with the United States, has been very great up to date, and 
from appearances it will not be less in future ; and although 
a Law of Congress exists defining the manner in which claims 
shall be made for thefts and depredations, and shall be 
presented in order that they may be paid ; and although it is 
provided by the treaty of peace between the United States 
and the Republic of Mexico, that the Government of the 

United States is obligated to defend all citizens of the United 
States against Indians and make indemnification for all rob- 
beries and depredations committed by the barbarous Indians; 
and although claims have been presented to the Superinten- 
dent of Indian Affairs for many thousands of dollars” value 
of the property stolen by thé Indians up to this time, not one 
cent has been received by the parties interested, and those 
who have been despoiled of their property. 

The reason given by their agents in Washington, to the 
parties interested in this Territory, in most instances, is the 
defect of some of the papers transmitted, sometimes in respect 
to proof, and at other times in the petition of the Superin- 
tendent of Indian Affairs in this "Territory ; so when the 
agents present the claims in Washington, they are informed 
that the claims have been referred to the Secretary of the In- 
terior ; in the office of the Secretary of the Interior, they are 
informed that their claims have been sent to Congress; and in 
Congress, their petitions have been referred to the Committee 
on Indian Affairs : there the agent will probably be informed 
that a committee will be appointed to investigate the claim, 
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and to receive the evidence and proof to sustain. And thus 
eight years have passed without any cause having been adju- 
dicated in order that interested parties might obtain the pay 
due for the losses they have sustained at the hands of the 
Indians. $ 

Therefore, your Petitioners request your Honorable Bodies 
to pass a law creating a commission in this Territory fòr the 
purpose of taking testimony that may be presented by our 
. Citizens in regard to the losses suffered by them, caused by the 
depredations of the Indians; and recommend what they may 
deem just to the General Government relative thereto. One 
of the causes of the finalloss of the property stolen by the In- 
dians is the prohibition that exists in the Intercourse Law, 
that the citizens cannot follow nor take vengeance for robber- 
ies committed without losing the right to claim the value of 
the stolen property of the General Government: a strange 
and singular condition, that we should not only be deprived of 
our property, but have no claim on the General Govern- 
ment; our citizens are kept in a state of suspense, while the 
Indians retain possession of the property stolen, to the great 
damage of our citizens and to the General Government. 
Therefore, your Petitioners respectfully request your Hon- 
orable Bodies that such ámendments be made to said In- 
tercourse Law as may be necessary, so that the inhabitants 
of this Territory may pursue the Indians, for the purpose 
of recovering their stolen property, and chastise them for the 
. theft, without losing the right of claim on the General Gov- 
ernment in case they should not be able to recover the proper- 
ty.so stolen ; and also, that a law be passed establishing said 
commission in this Territory, to investigate such claims ; and 
therefore, 

That our Delegate in Congress be requested to call the at- 
tention of Congress to this subject. |

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SPECIAL MESSAGE OF GOVERNOR RENCHER, ON INDIAN AFFAIRS,

SANTA FÉ, Jan. 24, 1860. 


To the Council and House of Repr esentatives of the Territory 
of New Mexico. 


I have received sundry Joint Resolutions of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, requesting me to inform the Legislative As- 
sembl 

ist. “ Whether or not the Navajo Indians have complied 
with the stipulations of the Treaty of Peace made with them 
about the first of the past year, 1859.” 

2d. “Whether the said Navajoes have restored or paid any 
part of the property stolen by them, during and previous to 
the campaign made against them in the year 1859.” 

3d. * If they have not complied with the stipulations of 
said treaty, what steps have been taken by the proper de- 
partments to compel them to the due compliance therewith ?” 

Ath. * Have the said Indians been recently delivered over 
to the Military Department or not, to be punished for the 
“constant hostilities, or are they considered as at peace by the 
Indian Department *? 

oth. “if they have been turned over to the Military Depart- 
ment of this Territory, what measures have been taken to 


compel the fulfilment of the stipulations of said Treaty of 


Peace, and for the future security of our settlements ?" 

These Resolutions call upon the Governor for information of 
great importance to the people at this time, and such as their 
Representatives have a right to require of him. But as the 
Governor of the Territory is no longer Superintendent of In- 
dian Affairs, he can only furnish the Legislative. Assembly 
with such official information as the proper department may 
think proper to give him. 

Upon the receipt, therefore, of your resolutions, I addressed 
a letter to the Superintendent of Indian Affairs, (a copy of 
which is herewith enclosed, marked No. 1) requesting him to 
furnish me with such information asit was in his power to 
give, and such as would enable me to make a proper response 
to the Resolutions of the Legislative Assembly. His report 
is herewith submitted (marked No. 2). From this report, it 
appears that the Navajoes have not complied with the stipu- 
lations contained in the said Treaty of Peace: and in conse- 
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quence of their delinquency, they have been turned over by 
the Superintendent of Indian Affairs to the Military Depart- 
ment, to the end that the terms of the treaty might be enforced: 
by military power, as provided for in said treaty. 

Such being the case, it became my duty, under the 5th 
Resolution of the Legislative Assembly, to enquire of the 
Military Department of the Territory, * what measures have 
been taken to compel the fulfilment of the stipulations of the 
said Treaty of Peace, and for the future security of our set- 
tlements ?”? For this purpose, I addressed a communication 
(a copy of which is herewith enclosed, marked No. 1), to 
the Commander of the Military Department, requesting him 
to furnish me with such information as might be in his power 
to give, and such as would enable me to make a proper re- 
sponse to the Resolutions of the Legislative Assembly. To 
this communication 1 have received no answer, nor have 1 
any reason to believe that any answer will be given. It is 
impossible, therefore, for the Governor to furnish the infor- 
mation sought for in the Resolutions of the Legislative As- 
sembly, “as to what measures have been taken by the Military 
Department to compel the fulfilment of the stipulations of the 
said Treaty of Peace, and for the future security of our 
settlements." 

I respectfully submit all the information I have been able 
to obtain in answer to the Joint Resolutions of the Legislative 
Assembly.

I, therefore, enclose you a copy 
of these resolutions, with a request that you will furnish me 
with such information asit may be in your power to give,

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and such as will enable me to make a proper response to the 
Legislative Assembly. ' 

In explanation of these resolutions, and to show the object 
of the information sought, it is proper to state, that under the 
Laws of this Territory, the Governor is required to authorize 
independent volunteer campaigns against any Tribe of Indi- 
ans “at war with the United States." It becomes necessary, 
therefore, that the Governor as well as the people of the 
Territory -should-know-what-—Indian - Fribes- are considered 
by the. proper Department “ at war with the United States." 
If any independent campaigns are undertaken under these 
laws, it will be the duty of the Governor, as far as he can, to 
conduct them in harmony with the views of the Indian and 
Military Departments of the Territory, so as to bring the war 
to a more speedy and sucessful termination.
